The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9 

AM on Tuesday, June 14
th

, 2016, with Tom Broeker, Bob Beck and Jim Cary present.   

   

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.       

 

Meet with Department Heads:  County Engineer Brian Carter reported that the asphalt application on 

Memorial Park Road is done.   Shoulder work needs to be completed.  The contractor is milling Plank Road to ready 

it for asphalt.  The contractor will be milling on Mediapolis Road and Highway 99 next week.  Carter has been 

working with Middletown and the surveyor on a planned subdivision.   His office has received complaints about the 

dust control on rock roads.  Carter stated that calcium chloride needs rain to be activated and rain has been spotty.  

Director of Conservation Chris Lee reported that he has been working on the shower design at Big Hollow.  Private 

donations will make this project less expensive for his budget.  Camp sites throughout the county are full on the 

weekends.  His staff is holding two summer camps per day.  CDS Ken Hyndman reported that MHDS contracts are 

approved by the SEIL region now and all but two have been completed.  Interviews for a Jail Transition Coordinator 

have been held and that position will be filled within 4 to 5 weeks.  Henry County will be the employer of that 

person.  Maintenance Supervisor Rodney Bliesener reported that the front entrance ramp at Local Health should be 

done by the end of the week.   

 

Doug Beaird, Burlington Police Chief, was present to get Board approval on an application for the Byrne 

Justice Assistance Grant.  The total grant is $20,969.66 with the County receiving $4,696.16 for eight more body 

cameras.  The City of Burlington will use the remaining $16,273.50 to upgrade the interview room at the police 

department.  Beaird stated that the L3 system will be transferred to the new location at US Bank.  Cary moved to 

approve.  Beck seconded.   

 

Beck moved to approve the ratification of the CWA contract for Sheriff’s Deputies and Correctional 

Officers.  Seconded by Cary.   

 

Changes to the Clerical and Custodial CWA contract were approved upon motion by Cary and second by 

Beck.  Broeker stated that wages will increase by 2.5% during the first year, and 2.25% during the second and third 

years of the contract.  Employees will pay 3%, 4% and 6% in each of those respective years.   

 

A Resolution for an Inter-Fund Transfer was approve upon motion by Beck and second by Cary.  This 

resolution permits the County Auditor to transfer funds to Secondary Roads.   

 

RESOLUTION 

Inter-Fund Transfer 

2016/2017 

 

WHEREAS: IT IS DESIRED TO AUTHORIZE the County Auditor to periodically transfer sums from the 

General Basic Fund and Rural Services Fund to the Secondary Road Fund during the 2016/2017 

fiscal year, and; 

 

WHEREAS: SAID TRANSFERS must be in accordance with Section 331.429, 2013 Code of Iowa.  Now, 

therefore be it resolved by the Des Moines County Board of Supervisors as follows: 

 

SECTION 1.  THE TOTAL MAXIMUM TRANSFER from the General Basic fund to the Secondary Road Fund for 

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2016, shall not exceed $248,878.  And the total maximum transfer from the Rural 

Services Fund to the Secondary Road Fund for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2016 shall not exceed $1,717,413. 

 

SECTION 2.  WITHIN FIVE (5) WORKING DAYS of being notified of the apportionment of current property 

taxes to the General Basic and Rural Services Funds, the County Auditor shall order a transfer from said funds to the 

Secondary Road Fund. 



 

SECTION 3.  NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS of Section 2 of this resolution, total transfers to the 

Secondary Road Fund SHALL NOT EXCEED the amounts in Section 1. 

 

SECTION 4.  NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS of Section 2, the amount of any transfer SHALL NOT 

EXCEED AVAILABLE FUND BALANCES in the transferring fund. 

 

SECTION 5.  THE COUNTY AUDITOR is directed to correct her books when said operating transfers are made 

and to notify the Treasurer and the County Engineer of the amounts transferred. 

 

 The above and foregoing resolution is submitted to the Board of Supervisors by the County Auditor in 

accordance with Section 331.429, 2015 Code of Iowa on the 14
th 

day of June, 2016, the vote thereon being as 

follows:

Future agenda items:  recommendations of the Compensation Board will be approved during next week’s 

meeting.    

 

During committee reports, Cary had attended a RUSS meeting.  That Board will be taking over Denmark’s 

sanitary system, requiring the hiring of another person to help administrate in Lee County.       

 

Meeting was adjourned at 9:37 AM.
